That is just common sense. Yet these 
dictator nations have become so 
strong, and so well have they pre- 
pared, that it is questionable whether 
we can stop them by” force of arms. 
Their whole theory of life being 
wrong, and everything they do being 
contrary to the laws which govern 
humanity, it becomes then an issue 
of right and wrong. It will, there- 
fore, take a moral or spiritual power 
to bring these madmen to their knees, 
and save whatever semblance of hu- 
manity and freedom and democracy 
is left. 

The thing that worries me is this— 
where is there on this earth, the or- 
ganization, religious or otherwise, 
which knows enough about spiritual 
Power to use that Power against 
these madmen? I do not believe that 
organization exists. Outside of the 
“Psychiana” Movement, which is but 
in its infancy yet, there is not, to my 
knowledge, one single religious or- 
ganization on the face of the earth 
which has Power enough, or which 
knows enough of the Power of God, 
to bring these dictators to their knees. 
It is at this point that the church 
structure enters into the picture, and 
it is with fhis structure that I deal 
the answer to world 
problems today lies in religion, 
whether we like it or not. Being a 
moral issue, and God being the es- 
sence of morality, the question at 
once becomes one of the Power of 
God against the powers of darkness, 
for that is what these murderers are 
manifesting. The only organization 
this world has which professes to 
know God, is the church. Therefore, 


so much, for 


it is absolutely essential 
that its claims and doc- 
trines be carefully exam- 
ined, for a mistake may 
have been made some- 
where. It is not enough 
to say, “Oh well, that’s 
the church—you must not 
question what it teaches. 
let it alone.” That attitude 
will get us nowhere, for unless the 
theory of religion as brought by the 
churches is true, it cannot solve the 
earth’s problems. 

Dealing with the Christian relig- 
ion, as the latest of all religions, after 
long and careful investigations, I 
make the public statement that it is 
not true. The very fundamentals upon 
which the whole structure is founded, 
are not true. They all, every one of 
these fundamentals, existed in pagan 
religions long before Christianity 
was ever heard of, and so marked is 
the similarity that no careful inves- 
tigator can do other than brand the 
whole Christian structure as being 
of ancient and pagan origin. Now, 
that’s some statement to make, and 
I won't elaborate upon it here. I have, 
very successfully, made this all clear 
in “Gleams Over the Horizon,” which 
book, by the way, is impossible of 
refutation. 

We have, therefore, the amazing 
scene of the whole Christian church 
structure not being founded in truth, 
but instead, being founded on older 
systems of religion, which the Chris- 
tian calls pagan. Now, that statement 
is capable of abundant proof, and be- 
cause I have proved it many times, 
I continue to stay in hot water with 
the churches. Naturally, for they do 
not seem to care whether their story 
is true or not. All they are interested 
in doing is to stay in business. They 
care nothing about whether dictators 
are stopped or not. Many of them re- 
fuse to fight for America, claiming 
exemption because they are “consci- 
entious objectors.” That makes them 
poorer citizens than we who will 
fight for America, and who pay taxes 
to support our beloved land. So much

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Getting Worse. . . . 


Sunday, October 13th. The Ger- 
mans are now in Rumania and Hun- 
gary. With reckless disregard of the 
consequences these mad hordes have 
taken over two more countries. Air- 
planes are there and the bloody bat- 
tlefield of Europe will soon be about 
three times as big as it is now. Russia 
sits back, watching her chance, but 
she will not move yet. In the mean- 
time, we hear rumblings of unrest 
and discontent in the conquered na- 
tions. In South America the Germans 
have just released a bulletin in which 
they state that the “onward march 
of progress” will be in South America 
inside of three months, and they braz- 
enly tell us nothing can stop them. 


In the Pacific, Japanese relations 
with the United States grow steadily 
worse, as the present administration 
seems to be deliberately insisting on 
a showdown. (I trust that showdown 
does not come until we are much 
stronger than we are now. It’s O. K. 
to talk big, but most of our defenses 
are “on order.”) The Chinese, in the 
meantime, are being mercilessly 
bombed while Japan states that the 
German-Italian-Japanese alliance is 
in existence “to bring a lasting peace 
to the world and to make of the hu- 
man race one big brotherhood.” 
Imagine such perverted sense of truth 
and justice. The thing I wish to point 
out, though, is that we haven’t seen 
very much yet. The horror of this war 
has not yet fully burst upon us. These 
abominable forces which make deso- 
late this earth will, before too long, 
cause blood to flow all over the world 
like water. It looks as if these beloved 
United States will not escape. Cer- 
tainly we are, at this writing, as I 
see it, being plunged ruthlessly into 
war with Japan. 


What all want to know is, where 
will all this end? Well, I can say that 
the end is not yet. So horrible will be 
the slaughter that I shudder when I 
think of it. All the sadistic emotions 
of a world without God, pent up for 
thousands of years, are now being 
turned loose, and the holocaust will 
be horrible. Nothing we have yet seen 
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will equal the horror yet to come. And 
we shall not, we cannot escape from 
it. But what will the final end be? 
Are these mad dictators to win? No, 
they won’t win, for if they did, they 
would only start fighting anew 
among themselves to see which one 
really should subdue the whole human 
race. You may depend upon it that 
Madman Hitler will never tolerate 
any other dictator in the picture, so 
the true answer does not fit in that 
picture at all. Well, where does it lie? 


For 12 years now I have not only 
been predicting this thing, but I have, 
time and time again, warned the peo- 
ple of America, especially the relig- 
ious people of America that it will 
take the actual Power of the actual 
and literal Spirit of God to stop this 
thing. I have tried, oh so hard, to 
point out that the foolish theologies 
and philosophies advocated by sys- 
tems of religion today never can stop 
this holocaust, and never can bring 
peace, permanent and eternal, to this 
earth.

It never has been 
able to reveal God to this world, and 
what is more pertinent, it never can. 
The reason it never can is because the 
story is not true.

A church 
group occupied the third corner, 
while a Holy Roller congregation 
held down the other corner. It was 
bedlam if ever I heard bedlam. When 
one kand would stop playing, an- 
other would start up. 


Yet they were all trying to put 
across to the few who cared to listen, 
a theory of God out of which such 
bedlam has arisen. That’s not relig- 
ion. God never can be in such per- 
formances as this. And it is interest- 
ing to note that every one of these 
groups was trying to teach the theory 
that God Almighty, the supreme 
Spirit of all creation, was killed on a 
cross 2,000 years ago, and unless we 
were “saved” from our “sins,” we 
“shall all likewise perish.” I repeat, 
that sort of thing is not religion and 
it cannot begin to prove its own truth, 
let alone bring Truth to those of us 
who want to know Truth. It is be- 
cause of such shoddy religious tactics 
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and theories that this world is a holo. 
caust today. It would be utterly fool. 
ish to think that anything any church 
teaches can stop this gruesome whole- 
sale murder. Of course, the churches 
tell us that if the world would only 
believe what they teach, all would be 
well. Eut the world will not beheye 
what they teach because it is not true, 
If it were true, the world, seeing the 
change in their own lives, might be.

We all know that it would be 
laughable to look to any church or- 
ganization to stop this war; yet that 
is exactly where we should look. If 
the churches had the truths of God, 
they could stop this war. Not having 
anything but pagan tradition and im- 
possible superstition, naturally, there 
is nothing they can do. 


For this reason, the “Psychiana” 


Movement was born. We come to the - 


world with an entirely different pic- 
ture of God. Instead of our telling 
our fellow men and women that they 
are doomed to hell if they don’t “be- 
lieve on the Lord Jesus Christ and be 
saved,” we come to the world and 
tell it that man is the greatest crea- 
tion God ever made, and has, all un- 
known to him, all the Power of the 
Spirit of God at his disposal, because 
that Spirit which is God actually lives 
in man. That’s different. You will 
realize here that this “lost sinner” 
doctrine has been taught to man for 
so long, that most of the human race 
actually believes it. That, of course 
kills every hope in man. It has given 
man an inferiority complex which 
it will take years to overcome. But 
man is overcoming it. He is beginning 
to think. As he thinks, the Christian 
theory of “God Almighty killed on a 
cross” goes out of the window, where 
it belongs. 

That is the truth of God. That 
Great Spirit exists in each one of 
us as our very life. If we know thet 
fact. and draw upon the Great Spirit 
which is God in us, we find It big 
enough to handle every problem we 
can have, even to the matter of life 
and death, when we know enough of 
that Power to actually throw it into 
play. This, of course, puts all of God 
at the disposal of all of man, here 
and now, where we can enjoy the 
Power of God as we should, and when 
we should. This Power can be thrown 
against Hitler and Co., and it can 
bring them to their knees, believe you 
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me it can. This new conception of 
God brings down the wrath of the 
churches on my head, but in the light 
of their very evident failure to bring 
the facts of God to man, this means 
little. On the other hand, men and 
women all over the world are testing 
out for themselves, and as a result, 
they find God exists in them as the 
greatest Power they have ever known. 
Their lives take on new hopes. They 
find that they have, in them, the 
Power of God which enables them to 
overcome everything undesirable in 
their lives, and as they find out more 
and more of the Power of the Spirit 
of God in them, naturally, they are 
made more and more like God, and 
when this whole world is made more 
like God, there will be no wars such 
as we see now. 

This, then, is what ‘‘Psychiana”’ is 
doing. It is making the Spirit of God 
a very real Power to all. It is the 
only Power which can save mankind 
from the results of false religious phil- 
osophies. It is bringing to the world 
for the first time, the actual truths 
of God. Soon, I hope, the church op- 
position will die down, and this or- 
ganization may exchange its false, 
pagan god for the true Spirit of the 
Greatest Living Power this world can 
ever know—the Power of the Spirit 
of God. I leave it to you whether this 
work is good or bad.
